THE GRAIN STANDARDS. 


Resolutions Passed by the Ruelah Patr. ne. 


The following resolutions have been 
passed by the Iiuelah Patrons of Indus- 
try: 

Moved by James A. Fraser, seconded 
by Coas. M. Orr, and carried unanimous- 
ly, Whereas, by a Dominion act certain 
reguiations are eet forth whereby the 
grain standards of Manitola and the 
Northwest are adjusted by a grain stan- 
dards board each successive season. Said 
act provides that Manitoba No. | hard 
wheat chall be connd and well cleaned, 


weighing not less than +) ibs. to the 
measured bushel, and shall be com posed 
of not less than two thirds hard, Red 


lyfe wheat. 


Acd whereas, the said standards board, | 


a0 long aga they do not contliet with the 
above conditions of the act, may and 
frequently do make the grade Manitoba 
No. | hard to weigh much over tu iba. to 
the bushel and to contain mach 
than twothinds hard Hod Fyfe wheat.

Sach variation of etandarda from year | 
to year, it to the farmers a eouree of 


ereat dissatisfaction and esnspicion. and 
must also cause confusion in’ the British 
and other ontside markets az te what our 
standards really are, 


Lherefore, be it resolved that we, mem- | 


ber 


express in the strongest terms pessible | 


acondemnation of any measure which 
Will not give naeven handed jastice. 
And further, we are of the opinion 


that the grain standards board should be | 


abolished, and that all grading should be 
done underthe act, and that our hard 
wheat shonld be the same every year, as 
now specifying tit) Ibs. to the bnshel and 
two third hard Led bvfe wheat, and 
thatall other grades should be sneh as 
wonld meet the average crop conditions. 

We are also ef the opinion that the 
lower graces, including rejeeted, should 
be capable of absorbing eli frosted grain, 
instead of miaking frosted standards as 
now, and that atl euch grades should be 
made as permanent as possible. 

It ig alse resolved that we evpresa our 
regret that the CLP. TL. company should 
refuse to doanything with whatis knoan 
as the elevator monopoly, And it fur- 
ther resolved. that owing vo their refusal, 
we desire to urse upon the bominion 
povernment the necessity of passing at 
the nextcession an act. making it com- 
pulsory to landsat all ship 
ping points for the erection of tat ware- 
houses, or platforms, whereby grain may 
bo shipped independent of present con- 
ditions and free from all elevator institu- 
trong,
